PUSAN — The Soviet 
Union powered its 
way into the Olympic 
final with a hard- 
fought, spiteful 3-2 
extra-time win over 
Italy. 

The teams were dead- 
locked at 1-1 at the con- 
clusion of 90 minutes. 

Pietro-Antonio Virdis, 
the AC Milan superstar, 
opened the scoring in the 
50th minute with a dip- 
ping header from a swift 
break by Andrea Carne- 
vale. 

Igor Dobroivsky drew 
level for the Soviets with 
only 12 minutes re- 
maining. 

Italy had slightly the 
better of play and were a 
shade unlucky not to win 
in regulation time. 

The Italians were dealt 
a blow in the fifth minute 
of extra-time when Ciro 
Ferrara was sent off after 
collecting a second yellow 
card. 

Ferrara showed his 
displeasure by yanking 
the red card from the re- 
feree’s hands on his way 
to an early shower! 

Three other players 
were shown yellow cards 
by Syrian referee Al- 
Sharif Jamal 

One man short, the Ita- 
lians went all out for an 
improbable equaliser but, 
from the inevitable coun- 
ter-attack, it was Alexei 
Mikhailichenko, Austra- 
lia’s chief destroyer, who 
sealed the Soviet victory. 

Dobroivsky sold a 
dummy, centred from an 
awkward angle and the 
blond. Dynamo Kiev 
bombshell tapped the ball 
in with clinical precision. 

Carnevale pegged one 
back for Italy with 90 
seconds left — too little, 
too late for the demoral- 
ised Azzurri.

SEOUL — The 
Soviet Union won 
its first Soccer gold 
medal since Mel- 
bourne in 1956 by 
outlasting Brazil 
2-1, after extra- 
time, before a pro- 
Brazilian crowd of 
75,000 at the Olym- 
pic Stadium. 

Australians had more 
than a passing interest in 
this fascinating final as 
both teams had defeated 
Australia earlier with an 
identical 3-0 scoreline. 

The game was not the 
“classic” hoped for, but 
then finals of major 
competitions rarely are 
and this was no excep- 
tion. 

Brazil and the USSR 
were clearly the class of 
the 16-team Olympic 
field, but they provided 
a fascinating contrast in 
styles and concepts. 

The Brazilians, as al- 
ways, played instinctive, 
fluid football while the 
Soviets were much more 
disciplined and faster on 
the break. 

Brazil’s build-ups 
were much more de- 
liberate but they were 
badly hurt by the abs- 
ence of their captain and 
playmaker, Geovani, 
who was suspended, 

His replacement, Mil- 
ton, found Alexei 
Mikhailichenko, the 
player of the tourna- 
ment, too hot to handle. 

As against Australia 
in the quarter-final, the 
blond Dynamo Kiev 
midfielder-cum-striker 
was the chief destroyer. 

Brazil took the lead in 
the 30th minute when 
Romario was on hand to 
score his seventh goal of 
the series, tapping in a 
corner from Neto. 

In the second half, 
substitute Juri Savichev 
combined well with 
Mikhailichenko and 
Igor Dobroivsky. 

Their speed tore Bra- 
zil apart and it was 
Mikhailichenko who set 
up the equaliser when 


WEST Germany clin- 
ched the Olympic 
bronze medal with a 
disciplined 3-0 win 
over Italy in front of 
50,000 spectators at 
the main Olympic Sta- 
dium in Seoul. 

The Germans had the 
game won after only a 
quarter of an hour, 
Jurgen Klinsmann scoring 
in the Sth minute and 
Gerhard Kleppinger in 
the 15th. 

Faster, more aggressive 
and much better orga- 
nised, West Germany 
forged further ahead in 
the 68th minute when 
substitute Christian 
Schreier netted a mere 90 
seconds after coming on. 

Unlike both semi-fi- 
nals, this game was play- 
ed in an excellent, spor- 
ting spirit.

“Mean Red Machine” 
held firm. 

The closely-fought 
match was getting to the 
players and Tartarchuk 
was red-carded in the 
109th minute for a crude 
foul on Joao Paulo. 

In the 117th minute, 


Edmar, who came on 
late in regulation time, 
received his marching 
orders for a late tackle 
on Mikhailichenko. 

The Soviets clinched 
their rather flattering 
victory in the 104th 
minute in their very first 
attack of extra-time. 

Savitchev took off 
past Luiz Carlos and 
calmly lobbed the ball 
over the head of the 
advancing Brazilian 
goalkeeper, Taffarel, 
who otherwise had an 
outstanding match. 

With the emotional 
Brazilan bench in tears, 
time ran out despite 
some desperate late 
efforts to get an 
equaliser. 

Actually, the Soviets 
should have made it 3-1 
when, in the 110th mi- 
nute, Mikhailichenko 
had all the time in the 
world to score from a 
Lioutyi cross, but Taf-

SOCCER attracted 
710,000 spectators 
at the Olympics — 
only slightly less 
than track and field 
at the main Olympic 
Stadium. 

Football attendances, 
however, fell short of 
expectations and FIFA 
did not conceal its dis- 
appointment. 

Soccer in 1984 
attracted twice as many 
people although the Un- 
ited States could hardly 
be described as a “‘Soc- 
cer nation”. 

Many stadiums were 
half-empty and sports 
enthusiasts with experi- 
ence of previous Olym- 
pics are asking why. 

“Tickets were scalped 
for many times the origi- 
nal price at Los 
Angeles. The venues 
were packed. Where are 
the Koreans?’ said one 
foreign visitor. 

There are many 
answers. For one, 
Koreans are not crazy 
about all sports. 

“The Olympics are 
less a sports event than a 
turning point for the 
Korean people,’’ said 
one fan. 

“There is no tradition 
of sport here. There is 
emphasis on certain 
sports — tae kwon do, 
judo, Soccer — but they 
couldn’t care less about 
the rest.””

SEOUL — A near- 
capacity crowd of 
70,000 at the Olympic 
Stadium applauded a 
Lazarus — like effort 
by Brazil who clawed 
their way into a 
second consecutive 
Olympic final. 


Brazil won a spine-ting- 
ling penalty shootout 3-2 
after being held 1-1 by 
West Germany for 120 
minutes. 

German nerves cracked 
in most uncharacteristic 
fashion. Olaf Janssen and 
Jurgen Klinsmann missed 
their first two spot-kicks 
to open the door for 
Brazil. 


The South Americans 
literally came back from 
the dead as they had con- 
ceded a goal to Holger 
Fach in the 50th minute 
and only equalised 
through the inimitable 
Rosario in the 79th — a 
brilliant header. 

Three minutes earlier, 
Wolfram Wuttke missed a 
penalty, which almost 
certainly would have bun- 
dled Brazil out.

John Fleming to re-sign? 


WHETHER John Fleming re-signs as Wol- 
longong City coach should be decided 
within the next few days. 


Fleming has received 
a better offer than he 
did last year, but he has 
been thinking hard and 
deep as to its adequacy. 

Not only did he help 
lift the team to the 
minor premiership — 
which on the previous 
year’s criteria would 
have mean the national 
championship — he also 
received a great acco- 
lade from his fellow 
coaches. 

In the overall opinion 
of the NSL coaches 
themselves, he is the 
Coach of the Year. 

This was revealed in 
the special survey pre- 
pared for AUSTRA- 
LIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY by specialist 
writer Joe Marton, 
which appears in to- 
day’s issue. 

The Wolves are keen 


to get an early decision 
from Fleming. 

Director Len Chafer 
said: “Some players 
want to know who the 
1989 coach will be, be- 
fore deciding if they 
wish to stay with us. 

“In addition we want 
the position finalised as 


‘soon as possible, be- 


cause the coach has so 
much say in which 
additional players we 
sign.” 

Certainly the Wolves 
should make every 
effort to secure a suit- 
able job for their left 
striker/midfielder, 
Danny Crainie. 

Crainie was unable to 
supplement his fotball 
earnings with income 
from a job last season. 

If that is still the case 
he will be forced to 
leave, although Wollon- 


gong would gain the 
transfer fee of $13000 in- 
cluded in his contract. 

Wollongong is one of 
the fortunate clubs in 
the NSL, having secured 
a ground which has the 
tremendous potential of 
Brandon Park. 

In addition they have 
excellent sponsors, in- 
cluding the BHP and the 
Fraternity Bowling Club 
at Fairy Meadow. 

Having won the NSW 
State League and the 
National League minor 
premiership in succes- 
sive seasons, the story is 
being circulated that 
they will run nowhere in 
1989. 

Although not as styl- 
ish as Marconi, Sydney 
Croatia and South Mel- 
bourne, they have 
shown in successive 
years that they can field 
players who will figur- 
atively die for their club. 

Surely the retention 
of Fleming would ensure 
the continuity of that 


outlook. 

Recently one official 
of another club, at the 
height of success, made 
a derogatory compari- 
sion. between the 
Wolves’ crowds and 
those of his own club. 

A leading Wollon- 
gong supporter who 
attends all home and 
away games told ASW: 
“The fact of the matter 
is that we issue genuine 
figures. ‘ 

“Take out the Croat 
supporters from the 
home crowds of that 
particular club, and in 
any case adjust them to 
genuine figures and we 
are well ahead. 

“We can still im- 
prove - considerably 
however. Remember 
that we struck a run of 
unbelievably bad weath- 
er at so many of our 
home games last year, 
which limited what 
would have been far 
greater attendances.”

TASMANIA claimed — not without some 
justification — a moral victory in the inter- 
State match played in Newcastle last 


Sunday. 


But, in the end, it was 
Northern NSW who 
took the match honours 
and the Bicentennial 
Challenge Trophy after 
a half-hour of extra-time 
and an absorbing penal- 
ty shoot-out that went 
the North’s way 3-2. 

With the score dead- 
locked at 2-2 at full- 
time, and after two 15- 
minute periods of extra 
time, Northern NSW 
edged ‘ahead as “keeper 
Greg Geise — a former 
NSW Sheffield Shield 
cricketer — brilliantly 
saved two well-struck 
Tasmanian penalty 


attempts. 
And, when Sergio 
Pace — who had con- 


stantly worried the 
home team defence — 
slammed his rising shot 
into the crossbar, the 
match was over. 


But, the result could 
have been different. 

Despite Tasmania’s 
shock early goal, coach 
David Smith admitted 
that, for a time after 
Steve Kannagiesser’s 
sweet header from a 
right-side corner kick in 
the seventh minute, the 
Northern NSW Lions 
played all over their 
Tasmanian counter- 
parts, whose State 
Federation also has a 
lion as its emblem. 

In that period, mid- 
fielder John McQuarrie 
came within a few cen- 
timetres of scoring on 
two occasions — the 
first when he stole the 
ball from the advancing 
*keeper Peter Groen- 
woud but was unable to 
turn quickly enough to 
get a shot away on the 
vacant goal, and later 


when his shot from near 
the penalty spot — again 
on an open goal — was 
cleared off the goal-line 
by Mark Leszcyinski. 

Half-time arrived with 
no change to the score 
and, in the 54th minute, 
Geise was forced to con- 
cede a corner kick with a 
great save from a fierce 
shot by Pace. 


A second corner kick 
followed and Tasmania 
went 2-0 up from 
another precise header, 
this time from the 
Georgetown striker, 
Peter Sawdon. 

This reverse might 
have caused the home 
side to panic. But, in- 
stead, it stuck to coach 
Ken Kaiser’s pre-match 
plan to attack, attack, 
attack. 


Central defenders — 
skipper Howard Tredin- 
nick and Neil Owens — 
and fullback David 
Jones carried out their 
instructions to the letter 
and, with the pressure 
mounting on the Tasma- 


nian defence, 1988 Aus- 
tralian Youth internatio- 
nal striker Peter Murray 
took advantage of 
Groenwoud’s hesitancy 
in moving out, snapped 
up a 50-50 ball and 
found the unguarded 
Tasmanian net.

Suggestions that the 
two clubs join forces have 
surfaced regularly in re- 
cent years but with the 
new VSF league re- 
structuring regulations 
coming into effect this 
year a number of clubs 
are looking at the options 
of mergers. 

George Cross isn’t the_ 
only high-profile Victo- 
rian club considering 
amalgamation. 

It is a poorly kept 
secret that State League 
Fawkner has had talks 
with relegated NSL outfit 
Brunswick Juventus ab- 
out joining forces. 

But, like the pairing of 
Maltese clubs, it is be- 
lieved a large percentage 


of ‘rank and file’ support 
will be outspoken against 
such moves for fear of 
one of the two clubs los- 
ing its identity. 

And the feelings of 
rivalry between both the 
Italian and the Maltese 
clubs run deep. 

But Zahra certainly 
hasn’t dismissed the 
possibility of a close-sea- 
son merger, although he 
insisted that at this stage 
most of the talk is pure 
speculation. 

“At the moment, any 
rumours are damaging to 
George Cross in terms of 
our new agreement with 
Sunshine council,” Zahra 
told ASW, referring to his 
club’s likely move to a

amalgamation might be 
the only way they (Green 
Gully) can survive in the 
long term. 

“At least that is the 
way things have been re- 
lated to us. 

“We have sent them a 
letter asking them to dis- 
cuss the situation but 
we’ve done no talking as 
yet. 

“People are coming to 
me every day of the week 
and responding in some 
way to the rumours but 
we can’t tell anyone any- 
thing until we sit down 
with Green Gully offi- 
cials.” 

George Cross, well 
supported and now estab- 
lished in the NSL, has 
long been troubled by its 
inability to establish a 
home base. 

Green Gully was a 
power in the State League 
in the late 1970s and early 
1980s and it boasts some 
of the finest facilities in 
Melbourne. 

Its support, however, is 
at a pathetically low level 
with little more than a few 
dozen Gully fans at any 
home games these days.

A marriage between 
the two would be certain 
to give Melbourne’s Mal- 
tese community, which is 
based in the area of Gul- 
ly’s home ground, a club 
capable of being a future 
NSL power. 

“Time would tell but I 
believe it would make us 
very competitive,” Zahra 
admitted. 

“As it is, people can’t 
be putting their hands in 
their pockets forever for 
no return. 

“Knowing the unity 
was there (amongst the 


Chaplin Reserve but, 
quite rightly, they are 
looking to clubs to pro- 
vide better facilities. 

“So we'll certainly have 
to look to getting some- 
thing in 1990.” 

Zahra conceded that 
feeling amongst some 
supporters ran deep, 
almost to the point of 
bitter dislike. 


“Yes, there will be 3 


some who abhor the 
thought of getting 
together, but I see the 
situation much the same 
as the one which faced us 
when we went with Sun- 
shine City,” he said. 

(George Cross and 
Sunshine City became 
Sunshine George Cross 
back in 1982). 

“Tf we amalgamate 
with Green Gully we drop 
the name Sunshine but we 
still don’t know what will 
come out of it. 

“In a way we can’t do 
without each other, but 
our biggest problem is al- 
ways going to be suppor- 
ters not wanting to lose 
the identity of their own 
club. 

“No-one wants to shed 
those characteristics and 
traditions.” 

On-field Zahra is look- 
ing back on 1988 with 
great pride although he 
conceded that the club is 
always going to have a 
problem being truly com- 
petitive in the NSL. 

Zahra said he some- 
times feels George Cross 
is “going nowhere” but 
added that not even the 
bigger and more financial 
clubs can promise 
success. 

“You only have to look 
at Juventus and Mel- 
bourne Croatia to see 
examples of that”, he told 
ASW. 

“The possibility of 
finishing 1988 where we 
did (missing the top five 
on goal-difference) was 
undreamt of. 

“As I see it, the calibre 
of opposition isn’t going 
to increase greatly so 
we've still got the 
possibility of being a good 
team in the foreseeable 
future. 

““And obviously, we 
attribute much of that to 
our coach.”

“But he’s stayed with 
us before and we hope 
that doesn’t change. 

“‘Having said that, 
we’ve never stood in a 
player’s way if he wants to 
leave the club.” 

Green Gully’s position 
on a possible merger is 


unclear at this stage. 

Gully president Ray 
O’Shannessy, despite 
admitting he was in 
favour of such a move, 
believes the current com- 
mittee probably wouldn’t 
back it. “T really 
wouldn’t like to put any- 
thing out until we first 
answer the letter from 
George Cross,’’ O’Shan- 
nessy said this week. 

“T believe that AT 
THIS TIME the current 
committee sees no reason 
to consider amalgama- 
tion. 

“But that’s not to 
knock the idea on the 
head for all time — who 
knows what will happen 
years down the trac?”

Bleiberg: one of a kind 


happened last Sunday 
as Croydon took on 
Green Gully in the State 
League final, Bleiberg 
says he has run his race 
at the club. 

“| suppose because 
1 don't do the job for a 
living | don’t have to 
stay on for. too long,” 
he says. 

“| work for the chal- 
lenge, for the interest. 
Croydon, like my last 
club, Polonia, is a good 
outfit, with nice people. 

“But in the end it 
doesn’t matter if you win 
10 in a row or lose as 
many on the trot be- 
cause you always see 
the same old faces. 

“| have nothing more 
to achieve’ with 
Croydon.” 

He cites the example 
of one of his other clubs, 
Melbourne Croatia, as 
one club which has the 
potential to achieve 
much more. 

It is the chance to 
coach a team with the 
potential to draw the 
crowds and win in the 
big-time which offers 
him the type of chal- 
lenges he craves and 
thrives on. 

It was at Croatia, 
when 6,000-plus attend- 


ances watched its 
memorable 1986 Buffa- 
lo Gold Cup triumph, 
where Bleiberg first rose 
to prominence. 

And even that hap- 
pened by accident! 

After coming to Aus- 
tralia on a tourist visa 
from his native Israel in 
1985, Bleiberg, resplen- 
dent in his tracksuit, 
strolled down to Olym- 
pic Park one Sunday to 
take in a local game. 

Mistaken by a local 
scribe as a player, 
Bleiberg and the 
journalist struck up a 
conversation and within 
a matter of weeks the 


tourist became 
Croatia’s under 18 
coach. 


He took on the re- 
serve job six weeks later 
and finally was made 
senior coach when 
Tommy Cumming got 
the boot. 

He lost the job to Dom 
Kapetanovic despite 
coaching the team to 
league leadership after 
“five rounds, but won it 
back when Kapetanovic 
went the way of Cum- 
ming towards the end of 
the season. 

His side took the 


Dockerty Cup in 1985 
and he was coaxed 
back from Israel for 
another stint in charge 
for 1986. 

Croatia stormed to 
victory in the Buffalo 
Cup and followed up by 
beating Sydney Croatia 
in the very first Ansett 
Challenge Shield. 

But Croatia's league 
form was far less im- 
pressive and Bleiberg 
resigned after just six 
rounds because, as he 
said, he didn't believe 
he could get any better 
results with the players 
at his disposal. 

Leaving Croatia didn’t 
concern me,“ he says. 
“It doesn’t worry me if | 
remain in coaching or 
not. I’m only interested if 
the right position comes 
up and there is a chal- 
lenge in it.” 

The right job, it 
seemed, did come up 
when State League 
Polonia approached him 
when it was at the foot 
of the standings with the 
lure of an NSL bid which 
never eventuated. 

Bleiberg bought in 
just three players — 
Akis Kotzamichalis, 
Gerry Bennett and Rob 


Nelson — and saved 
the club from relegation. 

1987 started well 
enough but the broken 
promises sent Bleiberg 
packing again (Polonia 
went on to win the 
championship). 

It is history now that 
Bleiberg has followed 
up with more success, 
taking Croydon from the 
State League cellar to 
runner-up in the league 
and a State League final 


in 18 months. 
It is also typical that 
the brash, young 


Croydon coach is still in- 
tent on remaining a free 
spirit. 

“| am settled in Aus- 
tralia in my business 
and | have a home here. 
However, | am staying 
only on a year-to-year 
basis,” he revealed. 

“Who knows what is 
around the corner?” 

Bleiberg has his cri- 
tics. This year he’s been 
taken to task for not en- 


couraging enough 
young players at 
Croydon. 


“It's not how old you 
are, it's how good you 
are,” he answers.

Merger plan goes haywire : 


BY GREG RUSSELL 
BRISBANE City are unlikely to be rushed 
with merger offers from other clubs follow- 
ing a rejection by Easts to go ahead with an 


announced combination. 


On learning of the 
Tigers’ decision, City 
secretary John Pontura 
said his club had letters 
‘of interest from other 
XXXX League clubs to 
form a similar agree- 
mrent should City get 
into the National 
League. But few other 
clubs are readying them- 
selves to grab pen and 
paper. 

Like Easts, few see 
much benefit in joining 
forces with City, ‘‘I 
think the problems 
which would develop 
would outweigh any be- 
nefits,” said one club 
president. 

The Easts committee 
voted by majority to re- 
ject the draft proposal 
put forward by City a 
month ago which was re- 
leased after six weeks of 
secret negotiations be- 
tween club officials. 

Easts president, John 
Williams — who was a 
keen supporter of the 
merger — teluctantly 


have dumped the idea 
because they felt the 
club had little to gain. 

“It disappoints me 
that the majority of 
people picked up and 
dwelled on the negatives 
of the proposals rather 
than looking at the 
whole concept which I 
think had long-term 
advantages for Easts,”’ 
Williams said.

QUEENSLAND XXXX League premiers 
Brisbane City have failed in a bid to have 
their NSL promotion play-off against 
Heidelberg United delayed a week. 

Australian Soccer Federation secretary general / 
manager Alan Vessey dismissed an appeal last week 
from Brisbane City that the club could face three 
matches in a week if it reached the QSF grand final, 
and the game went to a replay. 

Vessey has set the dates for the NSL play-offs as 
Sunday, October 16 at Spencer Park in Brisbane, 
and the following Sunday, October 23, at Olympic 
Village in Melbourne. 

The QSF grand final is this Sunday, October 9. A 
replay, should it be needed, would be staged on 
Wednesday, October 12. 

“The dates for the NSL promotion play-offs were 
set to be fairest to everyone concerned. Everything 
was finalised and agreed upon by both federations 
concerned by the time I received Brisbane City’s 
postponement request,” Vessey said. 

City’s plea, which was made before their prelimin- 
ary final clash against Easts at a time when they 
didn’t even know whether they would be in the 
grand final, was a thinly disguised move to gain 
time, despite protests to the contrary by club offi- 
cials. 

The club’s two star Irish strikers, Kieran Cooper 
and Paddy Dillon, have undergone minor knee 
operations and are battling to be fit for the NSL 
play-offs. 

Although club officials vehemently denied the 
postponement bid was aimed at getting the Irishmen 
an extra week, few thought otherwise. 

“If we have to play on October 16, we will play, 
but I think to be fair to the public, both teams 
should be able to field their strongest sides,” said 
City president Sam Pappalardo. 

Heidelberg United president, Louis Yoannidis, 
heard whispers of the City moye and praised the 
ASF for taking “‘a fair stand”. A week earlier Yoan- 
nidis had criticised the ASF for setting the dates to 
favour Brisbane. He wanted the series played on 
October 9 and 16. 

“To be honest, we believe we will win the play- 
offs on any day. But these dates are the best for all 
concerned,” Yaonnidis said. 


Easts has been totally 
ignored.” 

Under the draft 
agreement which was 
put forward by City, and 
conditional on them 
gaining re-entry to the 
national league, the two 
clubs would pool their 
players.

At 35, Liddell be- 
lieves a reconstruction 
would be a waste of 
time. 


“It would mean 
another season on the 
sidelines and I think by 
then it would be too 
hard to come back,’’ 
Liddell said. 

“TI love playing and 
want to get out on the 
park again, but if it is 
not cartilage this time, 
then my playing days are 
over. 


“T will just concen- 
trate on coaching Lions 
and building a new team 
to go back into the NSL 
some time in the fu- 
ture.” 

Liddell already has 
begun scouting for the 
1989 season and has a 
number of talented 
youngsters in his sights. 

His plan is to blood

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T has been a more then remarkable year 

in the international arena. 

Whilst no-one should put Australia in the class 
of world football giants Argentina and Brazil, the 
Bicentennial Gold Cup proved that the Socceroos can 
challenge these countries. 

The glorious win over World Cup holders Argen- 
tina was sufficient to prove that, on a certain day, 
even the impossible dream can be achieved. 

The follow-on into the realm of Olympic Games 
football finals provided another glorious chapter in 
Australian Soccer history. 

To defeat Yugoslavia at this level almost beggars 
description, and to reach the quarter-finals was a 
great credit to the Socceroos, whom we welcome 
back with congratulations upon their mighty achieve- 
ments. 

It took the power of the ultimate winners, the 
USSR to eliminate Australia from the competition. 

In the series Australia came up against both final- 
ists, USSR and Brazil, and in each case the result was 
3-0 against. 

The on-field results were a tremendous credit to 
the players and the staff. 

It must be said that Australian Soccer did not reap 
the benefit that it should have from the Socceroos’ 
exploits. 

That is because of the tendency of the TEN Net- 
work, with its exclusive cover back to Australia, to 
downplay Australia’s matches. 

This newspaper gives great credit to the other

But in some cases various sundry events were given 
more than adequate cover, whereas the Socceroos’ 
games were given less than adequate air time.

Association Championships. 

The official reason, given by the Australian 
Women’s Soccer Association after the announce- 
ment of the squad at the end of the nationals in 
Newcastle, is that Doyle is building a side to com- 
pete at the first Women’s World Cup, scheduled for 
1990, and that he must look towards new and 
younger players. 

Certainly the youth of those announced — nine of 
the 31 members are still in their teens — supports 
this, but there are more fundamental reasons for the 
changes. : 

There was considerable concern over the attitude 
of some senior players during the pilot World Cup 
tournament in China last June, in which Australia 
reached the quarter-finals only to be thrashed 7-0 
by the host nation. 

!t is understand that officials have felt for some 
time that certain players do not aspire to the pro- 
fessional outlook of nations like eventual unofficial 
World Cup winners Norway — an outlook which is a 
requirement for success at this level. 

It appears that some long-serving players have 
got into the habit of regarding overseas tours as a ~ 
holiday in which some Soccer is played — and 
perhaps it is understandable when they still have to 
foot the bill for much of the tour. —~ 

But World Cups, even pilot world cups, are very 
different. FIFA and other sponsors such as the 
Australian Sports Commission meet a good part of 
the cost and, in return, expect the competitions to 
be treated with respect. 

More importantly, Australia is now playing at a 
level when results such as the quarter-final defeat 
reflect on the nation’s Soccer, indeed its general 
sporting reputation as a whole. 

Some people believe that the AWSA lacked the 
courage in not making a clean breast of the prob- 
lems which dogged the team in China, beyond 
conversations ‘off the record’’ and a “'no names” 
allusion to certain difficulties in the official tour 
report. 

The AWSA certainly needs to take steps to en- 
force its code of conduct governing attitudes both 
on and off the field, as an absolute requirement for 
future overseas tours. 

And if some of the old stagers object to having to 
do things differently, there are plenty of youngsters 
who won't. 

The major competition for. the national squad will 
be the Oceania Tournament to be played in Bris- 
bane next March. Victory there is important if Aus- 
tralia is to have a chance of playing in the inaugural 
World Cup. 

Australia lost the final to Taiwan in the previous 
Oceania Cup in 1986 after defeating both New 
Zealand A and New Zealand B in the preliminary 
rounds. 

Some may remember that Australia played in this 
competition without any players from New South 
Wales following the withdrawal of five Sydney play- 
ers three weeks before the tournament. 

Twelve players from NSW have been selected for 
the 1989 national squad — Doyle will be aiming to 
include a large number of them in the Oceania Cup 
to provide leadership and strength to his new-look 
team. 

The squad also contains Northern NSW striker 
Renaye Iserief. 

She missed the championships through injury 
,which normally means exclusion from national 
selection, but the AWSA sensibly decided that the 
player who has scored more goals for Australia than 
any other should be allowed to continue her in- 
ternational career. 

Iserief’s 12 years of participation in national 
championships was recognised by the Confedera- 
tion of Australian Sport through the awarding of a 
Certificate of Outstanding Performance. 

She accepted the award at the presentation func- 
tion following the championships and received a 
standing ovation from her peers.

%* Ajax, off to a disastrous start in the Dutch First 
Division, have sacked their 54-year-old coach, 
Kurt Linder, who replaced Johan Cruyff only two 
months ago. 

* Turkey defeated Greece 3-1 in a “historic” in- 
ternational in Istanbul. It was the first clash at 
national team level in almost four decades for the 
two arch-political “enemies”. 

* While their Olympic teams were competing for 
medals in South Korea, the Soviet Union and 
West Germany played a full “A” international in 
Dusseldorf, which the Germans won 1-0. 

* Switzerland defeated Luxembourg 4-1 in a Group 
7 World Cup qualifying game in Luxembourg. 

% Rapid Vienna have also fired their coach. Yugos- 
lav-born Otto Baric was dimissed when the Au- 
strian club performed poorly in their league and 
was held to a 2-2 draw at home by Vorwaerts East 
Berlin in European club competition. 

* Josef Mlynarczyk, the Polish national team 
goalkeeper, is out for the rest of the season after a 
shin fracture at training. 

* South Yemen have withdrawn from the World 
Cup. They were in an Asian regional qualifying 
subgroup with Kuwait, Pakistan and the United 
Arab Emirates. 


* Northern Ireland’s Glenavon has fined all its 16 
first team players and put them up for transfer for 
failing to report for training before the European 
Cup-Winner’s Cup tie which Glenavon lost 4-1 to 
Aarhus of Denmark. 

* Yet another injury problem for Mark Hateley. The 
English striker, now with Monaco, has undergone 
a hernia operation — his second in a year. 


* Spanish players will be tested for drugs as of next 
month after the setting up of a medical commission 
by the Spanish FA. 

* Joao Saldanha, the former national team coach, 
blasted Brazilian referees. He claims the lot of 
them are overweight and far too lenient. “A play- 
er has to commit three or four big fouls before 
being shown a yellow card,” he said. 


* Algeria’s top player, Belloumi, has created a 
furore by packing up and leaving for oil-rich Qatar 
where he will be earning $160,000 a year. 

* In a national poll, only 7% of West Germans 
think professional Soccer is a “respectable” pro- 
fession. Tennis pros fare little better with 8%. 
Doctors top the list with 58% believing the title 
_confers respectability. 


* England has its first South American league mana- 
ger — Danny Begeta. The Uruguayan is at the 
helm of Fourth Division Rochedale. 

* National Soccer team coach Horst Heese is 
Malta’s best-paid sporting identity. The 44-year- 
old West German succeeded Bulgarian Genchc 
Dobrov last year. Heese had a five-year Bundesli- 
ga career with Eintracht Frankfurt. 


* Leo Beenhakker, the Real Madrid coach, was 
mugged at knife point but left unharmed as rob- 
bers made off with his wallet and watch outside his 
Madrid villa. 

* Did you know that Uruguay had “exported” 777 
players in the past decade? That’s the claim 
national team coach Washington Tabarez made to 
a French newspaper to explain his country’s recent 
lack of international success. 


* The Albanian championship was the longest-ever, 
with three full rounds being played. At the end of a 
nine-month marathon, Nentori won the title for a 
record seventh time. Agustin Kola was top scorer, 
with 18 goals. 

* Soviet players have joined the bandwagon and 
now also enjoy the services of a manager. Borje 
Luntz, a Swede, looks after the interests of Das- 
saev, Demianenko, Baltacha and Besonovy — all 
likely to be transferred to Western clubs in the 
near future. 

* Bolivia’s new national team coach is Jorge Habeg- 
ger, an Argentine under whom Bolivar won the 
1987 league title. Bolivia, one of the also-rans of 
South American Soccer, have enjoyed practically no 
international successes. 

* It’s now official: FIFA has decided to stage the 
first women’s World Cup in 1991. China will be 
the venue and Coca Cola the sponsors. 


% Tunisia’s coaches are in revolt. They bitterly 
resent the fact that only four of their First Division 
coach are locals. In Second Division it’s worse — 
12 of the 14 coaches are foreigners, as is the 
national team coach. 

%* Partizan Belgrade not only supplied players to 
Yugoslavia’s Olympic squad, but to China’s as 
well. Lide and Djia, the first Chinese players 
allowed to play abroad, were key members of 
their team in South Korea. 

* Olaf Thon, the brilliant VfB Stuttgart striker who 
was expected to be one of the stars of the Olympic 
series after playing so well for West Germany in 
the European Championship, never made it to 
Seoul because he underwent tibia surgery a week 
before the start of the Games. 

* Soccer legend Sir Stanley Matthews has bought a 
Georgian mansion in his native Stoke-on-Trent. 
His is planning to return to live in England after 
working for the past decade as a coach in Canada. 


* Oscar Ruggieri, the Argentine 1986 World Cup — 
winning player, has been transferred to Logrones, 
The Spanish club also bought Uraguayan Antonio 
Alzamendi from River Plate. The duo cost Log- 
rones a cool $1.5 million. 

* It’s not too late to record that Brazil and Argenti- 
na met in the final of a four-team round-robin 
tournament in Los Angeles before the Olympics. 
The result was a preview of their Olympic quarter- 
final — a win to Brazil after a shootout. 

* French star Luis Fernandez hasn’t kicked a ball 
for five months through injuries. He will be out 
much longer following yet another knee operation 
last week. 

%* Darius Dziekanowski, the Polish international 
striker, has been jailed for one year and fined 
$12,000 for killing a pedestrian while driving his 
Porsche last month. 

* The West German FA have announced tough new 
measures in their bid to tighten up discipline. Now 
a player sent-off faces automatic suspension, effec- 
tive within three days, varying from a fortnight to 
eight weeks according to the seriousness of the 
offence. Players will also face fines of up to $4,000. 

* Belgian international goalkeeper Jean-Marie 
Pfaff, once regarded as arguably the best in the 
world, is fighting to save his career at the age of 
34. Pfaff is now an outcast at Bayern Munich after 
several ‘let me go pleas’ last season. A prospective 
move to Turkish club Fenerbache fell through 
when the club opted for Harald Schumacher and 
now Pfaff has returned to Belgium, seeking offers. 
Bayern, happy with Pfaff’s successor Raimond 
Aumann, will gladly offload the Belgian for 
$400,000 but Dutch club Utrecht are the only side 
reportedly interested in paying the asking price.
